Allowable Subject matter 

4. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are directed at methods 
and an apparatus for detecting a rocket plume. The plume detector detects the plume through 

20 clouds. The plume detector incorporates a sensor with a narrow band spectral filter at a 

wavelength radiating through clouds. The plume detector further includes a lock-in amplifier 
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which can detect fluctuation frequency differences between 50 hertz and 60hertz. The cited 
references heretofore do not disclose or suggest such detector as set forth in the claims.
